Bro. Wm. P. Taylor submitted the following report, which 
was adopted: 

Whereas, It is presumed that there are a number of transient brethren in 
the city who may be desirous to attend our meetings : therefore, 

Resolved , That all such brethren of good standing, are respectfully invited 
to attend the deliberations of this Grand Communication, during its present 
sittings. 

The Most Worshipful Grand Master submitted' his Aifnual 
Communication, which was read, and on motion of Bro. James 
Banks, it was referred to Bros. R. F. Sloan, L. S. Bingham, and 
J. H. Montgomery, as a Committee to report upon the various 
subjects referred to in his communication : 

Brethren : Of the countless blessings and mercies for which our obligations 
to Almighty God are daily multiplied, his fostering care and merciful preser- 
vation of our Order through ages of vicissitude, and dangers the most appall- 
ing, is not the least worthy of our most grateful acknowledgments. It is, 
therefore, peculiarly appropriate, that we, who are honored with the chief of- 
fices in an institution, towards which the Divine favor has ever been so signally 
manifested, should place before the Great Author of our beijig and our hap- 
piness, the purest oblations of the heart. So as our hopes of future prosperity 
are ardent and sincere, may our offering be acceptable. 

Time, in its course, has brought us to another prominent point on the great 
highway of life. Another year has been numbered with the past ; a year re- 
plete with blessings on our Institution ; and these, I trust, she has dispensed 
as freely and as bountifully as they have been bestowed upon her by the mu- 
nificent hand of the “ giver of all good gifts.” Another year’s experience and 
observation has, doubtless, added something to our stock of Masonic knowl- 
edge ; for he who has failed to improve the time and the opportunity, and to 
turn them to some good account, both for the Order and for himself, is not 
worthy of the name of Mason. I therefore, in confidence that we shall accom- 
plish much for the interest and honor of the Craft, tender to you a cordial and 
a fraternal greeting. 
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As your chief officer, my duty requires that I should render to you an 
11 account of my stewardship ” for the term now closing. And as I have 
achieved but a small portion of all that I had hoped to accomplish for the good 
of the Order, I fear that the result of my labors has fallen far short of your 
expectations. 

Had I have been present, when chosen to execute this important trust, a 
sense of duty to the Institution, as well as to myself, would have constrained 
me to decline the office ; the nature and duties of my profession being an 
insuperable obstacle in the way of a faithful discharge of what I conceive to 
be the duties of Grand Master. 

Arriving, as I did, at the close of the last convocation, I had no opportunity 
of conferring with members in regard to the appointment of Grand Lecturers, 
or to ascertain who would accept the office for the several districts, or for 
the State at large. I therefore commenced my inquiries immediately after the 
close of the session, as to who were competent and worthy of the trust ; and 
upon the recommendation of brethren, on whose judgment and knowledge of 
the parties I could rely, I made my appointments and issued the commissions on 
the 9th day of February last, for the District Grand Lecturers. For the State 
at large, I have not been able to procure the services of a competent Lecturer. 
Bros. Yance and Cox visited me early in the year, and from their proficiency 
in the work and lectures, and their zeal in the cause, I hope to hear that they 
have rendered good service in their respective districts. Brother Dunklev I 
have not seen, and from what I have learned, fear that declining health has 
prevented him from answering all the calls from his district. Brother E. IN'. 
Forbes, who I appointed District Deputy Grand Master for the Eastern Dis- 
trict, declined serving, and not being able to find any one possessing the consti- 
tutional and other qualifications that would undertake the duties of that 
office, it has not been filled. 

Upon the petition of the officers and members of Mount Yernon Lodge, 
No. 143, setting forth that their Hall had been destroyed by fire, and with it 
the Charter of the Lodge, and praying for a Dispensation, I issued, on the 6th 
of May last, a duplicate of the original Charter ; appending a certificate, 
stating the facts and circumstances which rendered this course necessary. 

Whitesville Lodge, No. 152, having surrendered her Charter, the Master of 
that Lodge placed in my hands the Kecords and Jewels, and informed me 
that there were no funds or other property belonging to the Lodge. The 
Charter and Eecords I have handed over to the Grand Secretary, and the 
Jewels to the Grand Treasurer. 

From Lincoln Lodge, No. 137, 1 received a petition, stating that the Char- 
ter of that Lodge had been purloined from their Hall, and asking for a dispen- 
sation, which I granted, and should the Charter not have been recovered, 
they will, no doubt, make application at this term for a duplicate. 

Having received information that Shallow Ford Lodge, No. 169, was in a 
very unsatisfactory condition, I issued a commission to Brother W. H. Fau- 
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cett, at Graham, authorizing him to have the lodge convened, make investiga- 
tion and report the result to me, but before he had an opportunity of doing 
so, the Master of that Lodge surrendered to him the Charter. I then directed 
him to take charge of the Records, Jewels, and Furniture, and of any funds, 
or other property belonging to the Lodge. Since which time I have had no 
communication from him, but suppose that he will make some report during 
the present convocation. 

In February last, I learned that there was a serious, and apparently, an irre- 
concilable difficulty existing in German ton Lodge, growing out of an errone- 
ous decision of the Master, by which that Lodge failed to elect officers at the 
regular time. After informing the Master of his error, I suggested that the 
Lodge should unite in a petition for a Dispensation to hold an election ; but 
the dissension had progressed so far, that the Lodge could not be convened, 
for that or for any other purpose ; and its ultimate dissolution was seriously 
threatened. 

Not being able to visit them myself, I requested the Deputy Grand Master 
to do so, which he did in August last, when the members united in a petition 
to me to appoint certain of their number to fill the offices. This I declined 
doing, the appointment of the officers of a Chartered Lodge not being a prerog- 
ative of the Grand Master, but sent them a Dispensation to hold an election. 
This they did, on the second day of October last ; and I trust that harmony has 
been restored, and that the members are again “ working together in unity. ” 

I have issued Dispensations during the year for six new Lodges, the names 
and localities of which will appear in the Report of the Grand Secretary. 

I received from the Grand Master of Virginia, an invitation for this Grand 
Body to attend a meeting of the Grand Lodge of that State, to be held in the 
city of Richmond, on the 22nd day of February last, “ for the purpose of inaug- 
urating the statue of our illustrious Brother George Washington, ” but it came 
to hand too late for me to take the necessary steps in season, to have our Grand 
Lodge either present or represented on an occasion so deeply interesting to the 
Craft. This I regret the more, because I feel assured that she would most 
cheerfully embrace any opportunity of doing honor to the most glorious name' 
that graces the annals of any country, and at the sound of which, an emotion 
of pride thrills the heart of every true Mason ; for with it comes the reflection 
that he whose deeds and virtues, achieved for it an immortal fame, inscribed it 
upon our Records, in testimony of his approbation and of his membership. 

I have also from the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Virginia, a 
circular, giving an abstract of the terms of purchase and sale to the “ Mount 
Vernon Ladies Association, ” of the Homestead and Tomb of Washington, the 
terms of payment, and the present means and future expectations of funds to 
liquidate their obligations, together with a copy of the Act of Incorporation and 
their Constitution and By-Laws; and inviting the co-operation of the Frater- 
nity in our jurisdiction, in raising the funds necessary to meet, or rather, to an- 
ticipate the payments. This document, instead of referring to the Committee 
of Correspondence, I felt it due to the source from whence it emanated, and to 
the cause that it advocates, to submit directly to this Grand Body, that it may 
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be referred to a special committee. The cause is one that appeals directly to 
the patriotism of every American heart. For the inestimable blessings won 
for his country, by our illustrious brother, a lifetime was too short to cancel her 
obligations ; and now we can only acknowledge the debt by honors paid to his 
memory. When, therefore, we can call his Home, his Tomb, and his very 
dust, our own, then may we justly claim the possession of some substantial to* 
ken of gratitude, honorable to ourselves, and worthy of our greatest earthly 
benefactor. Would that I could recommend to this Grand Lodge, the course 
suggested by our sister of Virginia, or suggest any other method of raising the 
amount proposed, in aid of this noble enterprise. But we have embarked in 
another great work, which has exhausted our means, and redueed Us to the ne- 
cessity of levying a burthensome tax upon our subordinates, for the purpose of 
meeting pecuniary obligations for which our honor stands pledged, and I can- 
not, therefore, recommend taxation as a means of contributing to this. I may, 
however, be permitted to express the hope, which I do most cordially, that 
thousands, yea, all of our brethren, whom God has blessed with the means, 
will cheerfully respond to the appeal of the Grand Lodge of Virginia. 

In the preceding paragraph, I referred to the great work in which our Grand 
Lodge is now engaged, a work that will ere long, I confidently hope, inaugu- 
rate the brightest era in the Masonic history of North Carolina — her Mason- 
ic College. Like all the great works that have been undertaken in our dear 
old State, this has languished from its very inception. It has had its advocates 
and its enemies ; and while the former have been struggling up against every 
obstacle, and conquering difficulties, apparently insurmountable, cheered and 
sustained only by the consciousness that they were erecting a monument of 
immortal honor to the name of Masonry, by opening a great highway to use- 
fulness and distinction for the destitute children of their brethren, the latter 
have turned in cold indifference, or in derision from every appeal for aid — 
prophesied of failure, proposed counter schemes, or denounced this as the most 
consummate folly. All this I have seen and heard; and most sincerely do I 
deprecate such a feeling and such a course. 

Brethren, this is a Masonic work, and should therefore have no enemies 
among the Craft. Every one who has the means should contribute something, 
and those who have not, should cheer on their brethren, and encourage them 
to renewed efforts for success ; for those who have the least of this worlds 
wealth have most to hope for from the consummation of such an enterprise. — 
The buildings having been completed, the. Board of Trustees, in conformity 
with a resolution adopted at our last Annual Convocation, requiring them to 
u institute a course of instruction in the College, ” have opened a Preparatory 
School, under the charge of an accomplished scholar and teacher, and where 
our sons may be prepared for entering our own State University, or any of 
the other Colleges of the country. This is the first dawning of the realization 
of our hopes, that North Carolina Masons will build up and sustain an Insti- 
tution of learning, from the walls of which the sons of poor Masons may 
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emerge, armed for the battle of life, in the panoply of mental culture, and vir- 
tuous and honorable principles. What more valuable legacy could we possibly 
bequeath to our children, or to the destitute children of a deceased brother, than 
this? Or, what more glorious exemplification of a true philanthropy could 
we display to the world ? Shall we turn our backs upon it now, and after hav- 
ing done so much, abandon it, and thus give the lie to all our professions ? I 
most devoutly hope that the fair fame of our institution will never be tarnish- 
ed by a course so utterly incompatible with all her teachings and all her most 
cherished principles. In my estimation, the intrinsic value to our Order of 
this work, if properly endowed and liberally sustained, is beyond all computa- 
tion ; and we should permit it to languish no longer. 


“ J Tis not in mortals to command success ; ” 


But if failure must come, let us have the consolation of knowing that we 
have deserved success. 

I had no opportunity of conferring with the Board of Trustees, before pre- 
paring my report, and do not know the exact condition of the affairs of the 
College; this, however, you will learn from the Report of the President of the 
Board. That the Trustees are still embai*rassed, for the want of funds, with 
which to meet pressing obligations, I cannot doubt : as I learn that but few of 
our Lodges have complied with the requisition of the Grand Lodge, adopted at 
the last convocation, and the measures then taken for the relief of the Board 
from its financial difficulties, have thus far failed. 

That any of our Lodges contemplate resisting the payment of this assess- 
ment, I am not prepared to believe, and will, therefore, leave the matter with- 
out further comment, and await the development of the facts, hoping that 
resistance to superior authority, will never have to be recorded against any 
Lodge within our jurisdiction. 

My correspondence with members of the fraternity in our jurisdiction, 
upon different subjects connected with the Institution and its laws, has been 
very heavy ; and while every communication of the kind has received prompt 
attention, and obscure or intricate points, with the able council of Bro. P. W. 
Fanning, chairman of the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence, decided, I 
trust, correctly ; yet, my replies have been necessarily less full and compre- 
hensive than I could have desired. 

I have not been able, during the past year, ‘'to visit any of our subordi- 
nate lodges, save that of which I am a member, though strongly solicited by 
many to do so. This I most sincerely regret, as social intercourse between 
the head of the Institution and her subordinates, tends greatly to strengthen 
the bonds of union between them, and to increase the confidence of the latter 
in the fostering care and fraternal regard of the former. The communica- 
tions, however, that I have received, from all parts of the State, generally 
represent the lodges to be in a prosperous condition j which, according to the 
usual acceptation of the term, when thus applied, I understand to mean that they 
are increasing their numbers, and consequently, the amount of funds in their 
Treasury. But that the great acquisition of numbers that has characterized the 
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Order for several years past, can properly be regarded as a matter of congratu- 
lation, or as indicative of true prosperity, I confess myself touch inclined to 
doubt. In fact, I view it with a very great degree of dread j and this feeling 
is strengthened by reports of difficulties and dissensions between individual 
Masons, and in and between lodges within our own jurisdiction. I fear that 
an over anxiety on the part of many of our lodges to increase their numbers, 
has induced them to receive applicants without that rigid scrutiny into their 
character that a prudent regard for their own harmony and true prosperity, 
and the interest and honor of the Order, requires. The numerous expulsions 
and suspensions annually reported, is a melancholy evidence of this. You 
may rely upon it, brethren, we are, in this way, gathering into the fold the very 
elements of our own destruction ; or at the very least, preparing for ourselves 
a repetition of the terrible ordeal, through which, scarcely a quarter of a cen- 
tury since, our fathers, and thousands of brethren now living, were doomed 
to pass. 

It is folly to flatter ourselves with the idea that we can relieve the Institu- 
tion from the pernicious consequences of such a course, by the expulsion of 
such as we may find unworthy. The poison once admitted, is diffused through 
the whole system ; and though antidotes may be found against effects, imme- 
diately fatal, we can never entirely eradicate it, or escape from its corroding 
influence. There is no man so vile, or occupying a position so degraded, but, 
having been once admitted, can inflict a wound that will be, in some degree, 
injurious to the Order. The connection once established, he is then armed 
with ten-fold more power for mischief to us, individually, and to our Institu- 
tion. Our only safety, therefore, consists in guarding against hasty, incon- 
siderate, or indiscriminate admissions. It is not sufficient that we know 
nothing, or that we can hear of nothing, in the character of an applicant, to 
condemn ; a negative character is no recommendation. We should know him 
sufficiently to have discovered some good, something to approve or admire. 
Men do not, and cannot conceal all their virtues, or their good deeds, while 
they have the very strongest incentives to conceal their bad passions and evil 
deeds : therefore, let them alone until you shall have discovered some good 
in them — some commendable virtue — that may, in some degree, compensate 
for whatever vices they may have succeeded in concealing from you. 

The prosperity of your lodges does not consist in the long list of names that 
mav be enrolled upon their records, nor in the amount of fees that may flow 
into their Treasuries ; but in the harmony that pervades their councils, the 
affection and fraternal regard that their members feel for each other, and the 
unanimity with which they co-operate in every good work. 

As a system of pure moral ethics, there has never been any more beautiful 
or more true than ours, and yet none more abused. And I regret that truth and 
candor constrains me to say, that her own children have, directly, or indirectly, 
inflicted the deepest — the most incurable wounds. They have laid paricidal 
hands upon her honor, and polluted the pure foundations of her morality and 
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virtue. Designing knaves have been permitted to connect themselves with 
the Order. Men, whose motives were purely selfish, whose chief object was 
to acquire position, or to accomplish some mercenary purpose, which, once 
attained, as surely as the vicious most despise the victims of their wronsrs, they 
will turn upon and traduce the Institution. Ur, if discovery brings defeat, in 
either case, they become enemies, the most malignant, and the more dangerous, 
because we have placed in their hands the most potent means of injury. And 
the character of such men, which must be sooner or later developed, is a perpetual 
reproach upon Masonry. How important, then, that their footprints should 
be excluded ; for once admitted, they can never be entirely effaced from the 
threshhold. Th^se evils are sometimes, doubtless, the consequence of our ina- 
ability to see the secret purposes of men. But I fear they are too frequently 
the result of a culpable neglect or disregard of the most vital interest of 
the Institution. 

Our rules require that when a petition for the degrees is presented, a com- 
mittee shall be appointed, whose especial duty it is to inquire in regard to the 
character and qualifications of the applicant, and to report to the lodge the 
result of such investigations. Yet, our duty requires of us, that every indi- 
vidual member should co-operate with that committee, and if possible, satisfy 
himself that the candidate is in the possession of all the prerequisites, or if 
convinced that he is not, to report the same to the lodge ; and exercise his 
prerogative to keep him out. As each individual member is invested with the 
power of rejecting a petition, so in a great majority of cases, are all censurable 
for the admission of an unworthy applicant. 

There is another class, differing very essentially from that of which we have 
been treating, who, though influenced by better motives, have brought upon 
the Institution consequences even more pernicious, the primary cause of which 
is a deficiency in the qualification of our officers. This class probably had 
some slight conception of what Masonry really is, and an honest purpose in 
embracing it, but have been disappointed through the incapacity of the offi- 
cers to present it in its true character, or to give even a distinct outline of 
what it really is. They have, therefore, abandoned it, or so “ damn it with 
faint praise,” that open and avowed hostility would be a more merciful inflic- 
tion. For such are often men who have a>character, in the community, for 
honesty of purpose, and for a correct appreciation of what is good and virtu- 
ous ; and when such are indifferent, lukewarm, or hostile, the evil consequences 
are incalculable. For the mischief consequent, upon the influence of the first of 
these two classes, there is only a palliative, which, as I have suggested, consists 
in a more rigid scrutiny into the character of all applicants ; and for the latter, 
I hope and believe a cure. This can only be effected by a thorough knowledge 
of the Work, the Lectures, and the true and comprehensive principles of 
Masonry, which every Master should be capable of communicating. Of the 
manifold disadvantages, against which 'die Institution has continually to strug- 
gle, those arising from the incapacity of its officers are notoriously pre-eminent. 
This condition of things hangs like a pall over the spirit of Masonry. For 
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this, however, the officers are not always censurable. The lack of opportuni- 
ties to learn, or the natural ability to retain, and to impart instruction, can be 
plead in their behalf. But with too many, the acquisition of office is the 
chief object of their ambition ; this attained they are therewith content. To 
the officers, then, and through them to the Grand Lodge, we must appeal for 
the means of relieving the Institution from the constantly accumulating evils, 
resulting from defective teaching, or the lack of ability to teach at all. 

The ability to confer the degrees, and to give the Lectures and charges cor- 
rectly and impresssvely, is the first great essential ; for these are the first les- 
sons placed before the candidate, and without a knowledge of which, he can- 
not in reality advance. But when this is done, and even well done, what have 
we then placed before him ? Simply a very beautiful piece of statuary — a per- 
fect Apollo in symmetry and grace ; beautiful and interesting to contemplate 
for a season. But to inspire our love — our ardent, sincere, and constant devo- 
tion, it must be animated by a soul worthy of such a body.. This requires 
but a thorough understanding arid constant practical exemplification of the 
pure and sublime principles of Masonry. It wants but these to warm it into 
life — to infuse into it that all-pervading influence that touches the heart, and 
before which the evil passions and guilty purposes dissolve and pass away 
like the noxious vapors of niaht before the morning sun. How important, then, 
that he who assumes the office of Master and Teacher of such a work, should 
possess the ability, not only to do the work correctly, but f o give it vitality — 
to explain its origin, organization and purposes, the laws by which it is gov- 
erned, and by which it governs, but that his own life and conduct should be a 
perfect exemplification of true Masonic principles. The rapid spread of Mason- 
ry, with the neglect of these important considerations, is fast reducing it to 
the standard of ordinary societies, and the unitiated are losing their reverence 
for the name of Mason, while thousands who have been hurried through its 
courts, with but a glimpse of its most prominent points, first cease to admire, 
having never learned to understand, and consequently to love; then lose all 
interest in it, and finally demit, and are no more seen in its private councilor 
public assemblies. 

AVe cannot, therefore, place too high an estimate upon the services of a 
Master, who is fully qualified for all the duties of that office. But the beauty 
and harmony of the system, is not dependent alone upon the Master ; every of- 
ficer in the Lodge has an important duty to perform, the rieglect of which, or 
the inability to perform it, mars the whole and detracts from the interest and 
value of the work. Entertaining these views, I feel that there is no subject 
that could possibly occupy the attention of the Grand Lodge, in which she is 
more vitally interested, than that of providing the means of instruction, not 
only in the work and Lectures, but in the organic law, both written and un- 
written, her own statutes, and in all the glorious purposes for which the In- 
stitution was designed, and placing the same within the reach of every sub- 
ordinate. 
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I am not now prepared to recommend any particular plan for effecting this 
most desirable object. I confidently believe, however, that a most powerful 
auxiliary in any scheme that the Grand Lodge may adopt, will be found in the 
productions of the Press, now so extensively devoted to Masonic Literature. 
Were all of our members reading men, and especially conversant with that 
kind of literature, then might we hope to see the order assume a more ele- 
vated position and maintaining the rank and influence to which its principles 
and purposes so eminently entitle it. The evils of which we have been complain- 
ing, with a multitude of minor ills, would then, doubtless, be vastly dimin- 
ished. Standard Masonic works can now be readily procured, and at mode- 
rate rates ; and nearly every Mason within our jurisdiction could command 
the means of furnishing himself with a very respectable Masonic Library. 

There are also many very excellent periodicals which are within the reach 
of every Mason, where points of Masonic Law, in all the forms in which va- 
rying circumstances can present them, are discussed by able writers. Their 
pages are also enriched with Masonic intelligence from all quarters of the 
globe, sketches of the history of the Order, at different periods of its long and 
eventful career, and of the life and labors of most of the great apos + les of Ma- 
sonry. Here may be found, also, gems of thought, clothed in language chaste 
and beautiful as the most cultivated literary taste could desire, all of which, 
to a true and zealous brother, would be a constant source of pleasure and profit. 

The condition of Masonry in Canada, for several years past, has been a source 
of much anxiety, and of the most profound regret, to all who truly appreciate 
the importance of stability in our system. Having already trespassed ’upon 
your time and patience. I should not touch upon this subject, but for the pos- 
sibility that we may be required before the close of the present convocation to 
take some action in regard to it. 

I have now to lay before you a circular, signed by two of our most distin- 
guished brethren, Phillip C. Tucker, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Vermont, and of Robert Morris, Deputy Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Kentucky. In this document they communicate the fact, that a union of the 
two Grand Lodges of Canada was effected on the lfth of July last, at which 
time they were present by invitation, with a sketch of the proceedings, and 
request that it may be laid before this Grand Lodge for its approval. The de- 
tails of the settlement of which they speak, I have not yet received, and it 
might, therefore, seem unnecessary to make further reference to the subject ; 
but as this is an important matter, that has, and may continue to create much 
discussion, and I fear much bad feeling, it may be wise to reflect upon it, and 
consider it well, before we are called upon to take a position in regard to the 
Hew Grand Lodge. 

I have watched the course of our brethren in Canada with deep interest 
and much solicitude, and regret that I am constrained to dissent from the views 
of my immediate predecessor, in his address to this Grand Lodge at the con- 
vocation of 1856, and in which she then silently acquiesced. Most of you are 
doubtless familiar with the history of this matter : commencing in 1852, in a 
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movement for a separation from the Grand Lodge of England, and resulting 
in the erection of two independent and antagonistic bodies, claiming author- 
ity in that Province ; while a considerable number of the Lodges remained 
faithful in their allegiance, under a Provincial Grand Master ; producing a 
state of anarchy and confusion, unparalleled in the history of the Order on this 
continent. 

It is not necessary that we should undertake to decide, or to venture even 
the expression of an opinion, in regard to the merits of the course or claims of 
either of the contending parties. Our duty is a plain and simple one. Eor 
nearly a century, we have preserved the most amicable and fraternal relations 
with the Grand Lodge of England, and should therefore abstain from any in- 
terference in behalf of her rebellious subordinates. As we value the perpetuity 
and harmony of our own system, and our own right of jurisdiction, so should 
we respect that of others. 

As a part of my duty, I must, before I close, bring to your attention the ne- 
cessity of some definite action, in regard to a class of persons, many of whom 
are seeking the honors of Masonry in our jurisdiction, and too many, I fear, 
have been successful. This is a class of sojourners, whose profession or voca- 
tion requires that they should be ever on the wing ; and who, therefore, take 
the ground, or their friends for them, that they neither hail from or belong to 
any particular jurisdiction. Acting upon this assumption, they do not come 
within the provisions of the statute in relation to sojourners, and our Lodges 
feel justified in receiving them. 

One of my official acts was a decision in a case of this kind, upon an appeal 
from the decision of the Master of one of our subordinate Lodges, which I 
herewith submit for your approval, and which contains my views in regard to 
that class of applicants. 

Brethren, my official term is now drawing to its close, when you will be re- 
quired to choose one from among your number on whom you will bestow the 
honors of an office that any may well be proud to receive at your hands. 

If, in my capacity of Grand Master, I have so administered the affairs of the 
Grand Lodge, as to meet your approbation, it might be supposed that I could 
have no higher ambition ; yet I am not content, for I have failed to secure my 
own. 

As I have already stated, my occupation is of such a nature that it is impos- 
sible that I can devote the time to the duties of the office, that the interests of 
the Institution demands ; and for that reason, I must most positively decline 
the office for a second term, even if your partiality should incline you to bestow 
it upon me. I cannot, however, take my leave of you, without tendering to 
each and all, the expression of my most sincere and fraternal regard ; and may 
each one of you so live, and so act, that when the summons from the Grand 
Lodge above shall call him from his duties here, he may leave behind him,

To the Most Worshipful Grand L^dge of North Carolina: 

It being made the duty of Grand Lecturers to render a statement of their 
proceedings to the annual Communications of the Grand Lodge, I beg to sub* 
mit the following : 

Immediately a f ter receiving my commission, from our Most Worthy Grand 
Master, I repaired to Wilmington to receive instruction and fraternal advice 
at his hands, being impressed with the great necessity of uniformity in the 
work and lectures of the several degrees. The advice and instruction thus 
sought was given most cheerfully and satisfactorily. 

I have only had the pleasure of lecturing b°fore three Lodge®, Mount Her- 
mon, No. 118, Blackner, No. 1 70, and Burnsville, No. 192, in ell of which I 
found a variance from the work as taught by our Grand Master, but a becom- 
ing and praiseworthy zeal to acquire the true and ancient work of our noble 
Institution, as adopted by this Grand Body. 

In my intercourse with brethren in the Western District, I could not fai 1 to 
be impressed with the want of uniformity in the work of the Order, and it is 
fair to presume that the same state of things may be found elsewhere in the ju- 
risdiction. 

If this evil could be remedied, and brethren become satisfied that they can 
and may receive the true work , as adopted by our Grand Lodge, great good 
would be accomplished, as many would make stronger exertions to master it 
who have heretofore despaired, having been so variously instructed by differ- 
ent teachers. 

I hope that some plan wi’l be devised to meet the difficulty cited.

Bro. Coleman, chairman Committee on Charters and Dispen- 
sations, submitted his report, which, upon motion of Bro. Fil- 
yaw, was received and adopted • 
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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The committee on Charters and Dispensations have examined the proceed- 
ings and by-laws ot the following lodges working under dispensations from 
the Grand Master of North Carolina, viz: 

Falkland Lodge : We find the proceedings of this lodge correct in the 
main. There are some inaccuracies in keeping the minutes, but the working 
seems to be correct. We recommend that the by-laws of this lodge be ap- 
proved. 

Cherokee Lodge, Rockingham: It gives us great pleasure to state to the 
Grand Lodge that the work of this lodge has been well done and their records 
full and complete, and might be well taken as a model for many older lodges. 
We recommend that their by-laws be approved* 

Cary Lodge, Wake County : The officers of this lodge have not furnished 
us with a copy of their proceedings, but have submitted the original book. 
We find the work is good and the records well kept. We recommend that 
their by-laws be approved. 

Mount Olivet Lodge t The work of this lodge seems to be regular, but the 
committee would have been glad to find their records kept with more care. 
Here again their book of records has been brought up instead of a copy of 
their proceedings. It is recommended that their by-laws be approved. 

High Point Lodge, Guilford County : The work is regular, but the records 
are not as perfect as they should be. We recommend that the by-laws be 
approved, except the proviso to the fourth section, which we regard as in con- 
flict with the constitution of the Grand Lodge. This lodge has sent up their 
book of records without a transcript. Your committee would here remark 
that it is un masonic and irregular for lodges working under dispensations to 
send up their original records for the inspection of the Grand Lodge instead of 
an authenticated copy of the same, in order that they may remain on the files 
of the Grand Secretary. 

Pisgah Lodge, Hendersonville : The work of this lodge is regular, and their , 
records in the main correct. We recommend that their by-law^ be approved. 

Eagle Rock Lodge, Wake County : Their work is good, and we recommend 
that their by-laws be approved, except 3d article, 5th section ; article 5th, sec- 
tion 3d ; article 5th, section 5th. 

Cleveland Lodge, Shelby : Their work is very good, and we recommend 
the approval of their by-laws. 

As it regards Roanoke Lodge, your committee find their work so irregular 
and contrary to the work recognised by this Grand Lodge, that a Charter 
should not be granted until they present better specimens of their work. We 
would recommend that they be continued to work on under a new dispensation* 

We recommend the adoption of the following resolution, viz i 

Resolved , Tnat Charters be granted to Falkland Lodge; Cherokee Lodge, 
Rockingham County; Cary Lodge, Wake County; Mount Olivet Lodge; 
High Point Lodge, Guilford County ; Pisgah Lodge, Hendersonville ; Eagle 
Rock Lodge, Wake County; and Cleveland Lodge, Shelby. 
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Tour Committee have examined the working of Pasquotank Lodge, Eliza- 
beth city, having been organized under a Dispensation from the Grand Master, 
and we are happy to report that their work is very good, except in one in- 
stance, and that we have corrected — their records well kept, as appears from 
the book containing their proceedings, and we recommend the approval of 
their By-Laws. We submit the following resolution for the adoption of this 
Grand Lodge, viz. : 

Resolved , That a Charter be granted to Pasquotank Lodge, Elizabeth city. 

The Committee to whom was referred the petition of Bro. J. T. Alexander, 
in which he sets forth the fact, that some time in July or August las f -, their 
Charter was purloined from their Lodge Room, and that they are without a 
Charter, and prays that a duplicate Charter may be issued for their Lodge. — 
Your Committee has considered the same, and beg leave to recommend the 
adoption of the following resolution, viz : 

Resolved , That a duplicate Charter be issued to the Lincolnton Lodge, No. 
137, without fee. 

The undersigned member of Lincolnton Lodge, No. 137, of Free and Accep- 
ted Masons, respectfully represent to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, that 
during the months of August or September last passed, that said Lodge was en- 
tered by some black hearted scoundrel, and the Charter of said Lodge taken 
therefrom, and has not been recovered, and therefore pray the Grand Lodge to 
issue a duplicate for the same. The date of which stolen Charter bore date, as 
well as we now recollect, the 14th day of December, 1851. As in duty bound,, 
we will ever pray, &c.

The Committee have had the proceedings and By-Laws of Long Creek 
Lodge, under their consideration, and beg leave to report. 

We regret that we cannot recommend that a Charter should be granted to 
this Lodge. Judging from their records, and this is the only evidence we have 
of the character of their work, they, in our opinion, are not entitled to receive 
master’s wages. We hope that they will persevere and learn to do good work, 
and take a good position among her sister Lodges. 

Her By-Laws are good, and we would recommend that they be permitted to 
work a year longer under a Dispensation. 

Your Committee beg leave to report that they have examined the By-Laws 
of Ring Solomon Lodge, situated in Jackson, Northampton, and find the 
same correct. And recommend that the old charter be renewed, and retain 
the same No. 56.

The Committee on Capitation Tax, reported, which on mo- 
tion, was received and adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The Committee to whom was referred the question of the constitutionality, 
and expediency of the imposition of a Capitation Tax of one dollar on each 
Mason within the jurisdiction of this G-. L., respectfully report that they have 
investigated and discussed the same, and report that the question of the consti- 
tutional right of the G. L., is one of great delicacy, and as the Committee are 
unanimously of the opinion that the same results can be attained, if the G. L. 
will adopt the Committee’s views, under the head of the enquiry into its expe- 
diency, have taken the liberty of declining to report on the constitutional 
power, and unanimously agree to report that it is inexpedient for the G. L. to 
persist in the im position of said Tax ; and recommend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution, viz.: 

Resolved, That the Capitaton Tax imposed for the benefit of St. John’s Col- 
lege, he and ihe same is hereby repealed, and that all th° Lodges be relieved 
from the payment of said Tax — t jat those that have paid have the same refun- 
ded by the G. L., if they desire it. 

The Committee regret that so many memorials and protests on this subject 
have come before them, and beg leave to remind brethren that a subordinate 
Lodge is not the place to sit in judgment on the laws and edicts of the G. L. 

That this can only be legitimately done in the G. L. — a body which always 
desires so to act as to increase, rather than diminish, harmony and brotherly 
love amongst her members.

The President of St. John's College, made his report, which 
was read, and the same was referred to a Committee to he ap- 
pointed hereafter : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Trusses of St. John’s College respectfully report: That the duty en- 
joined upon them by the Grand Lodge at its last session, to “institute a course 
of instruction in the College,” has been complied with in the following man- 
ner : 

Early in June last, they engaged the services of Brother Ashbel G. Brown, 
to conduct a Preparatory School upon the following terms, viz: that he should 
educate five scholars, to be designated by the Trustees, Without charge for tui- 
tion, and pay ten per cent upon the gross amount of the tuition fees for the use 
of the College building, besides one hundred dollars for the rent of the residence 
and grounds. 
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Tlie school was accordingly opened on the 13th of July, following, only two 
or three weeks after the publication of its design in the newspapers, and before 
it was possible that the circular notice of the same to the subordinate Lodges of 
the State could be officially communicated. In spite of these disadvantages 
thirty-nine scholars were soon afterwards admitted, and now before any further 
action has been taken by the fraternity to promote its success, it is manifest 
that its patronage by the public is about to be largely increased. Those ac- 
quainted with the peculiar circumstances of the case and the usual beginnings 
of schools in general, know that this is by no means an unpromising outset. 

Thus the Board of Trustees are prepared on this occasion to say that without 
increasing their liabilities to the slightest extent, they have inaugurated a sem- 
inary of learning, which the Masonic fraternity in North Carolina may easily 
expand by degrees, into the proportions of a regular collegiate institution, and 
make it the means of a most pleasing charity to individuals, as well as an im- 
portant benefit to the commonwealth at large. The qualifications of Brother 
Brown have been thoroughly tested and approved in a long experience at the 
University, Brother James Campbell is a very acceptable and valuable assis- 
tant instructor. Brother W. Piper, who has given great satisfaction in similar 
positions heretofore, has been employed as the steward of the school. Other 
most respectable boarding houses are convenient to the campus, and other high- 
ly competent instructors can be readily procured, whenever the increase of 
students may seem to demand it. In short, nothing remains to complete the 
prosperous beginning of this laudable enterprise, but to bring home to the minds 
of our brethren in this and the subordinate Lodges, the truth which is now 
clearly demonstrated to our own, that by co-operating in such a regular appli- 
cation of their surplus funds, and such a moderate exercise of their liberality, 
as will extinguish the remaining debts of St. John’s College, and gradually in- 
crease its endowment, they may succeed, without any embarrassment whatever, 
in establishing an institution for the liberal education of the sons of many indi- 
gent Masons, and the general diffusion of useful learning in the country. With 
full deliberation, we feel warranted in repeating the sentiments contained in 
our. circular letter to the subordinate Lodges a few months ago, when we said, 
1 ‘an opportunity now presents itself to illustrate the virtues of Masonry by a 
most pleasing benefaction to our country and our kind, if we will only not re- 
fuse to accept it. Escape from publio ridicule and a loss of self-respect, is at the 
same time impossible if we should. To forfeit both the means we have expend- 
ed and the reputation we have acquired, by abandoning this long cherished 
design, when it is now just ready to be fulfilled, would re-act as a self-inflicted 
blow to the cause of our most worthy Order, from which it would be difficult 
indeed to recover. Carry it out on the other hand by the favor of your pat- 
ronage in the manner we have suggested on the present occasion, and we 
pledge ourselves to conciliate your lasting favor by the results.” This is an 
aspect of the case, which we think cannot be be too forcibly presented. We 
have gone too far with the work in hand to recede. The investment already 
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made is too great to be lost, and cannot with honor and good faith be diverted 
from the purpose to which it was originally devoted. But if fostered with ju- 
dicious management and persevering care, it cannot fail to reflect very grea^ 1 
credit upon Masonry, because it will be a conspicuous monument of its benefi- 
cent principles. 

At the last meeting of the Grand Lodge, it was ordered that “for the purpose 
of meeting the debts due to Capt. John Berry for the construction of the build- 
ng, bonds should be executed to him for the amounts, payable in six and 
twelve months, and secured by a mortgage on the building and grounds ; and 
that for paying the other debts, the subordinate Lodges should be assessed at 
the rate of one dollar for each member, and required to pay to the Treasurer of 
St. John’s College one half of the amount so imposed, on the first day of June, 
1858, and the remainder on the first of December following.” 

The deed of mortgage has been duly executed, and will soon be liable to 
foreclosure ; while as yet only a portion of the subordinate Lodges have re- 
sponded to the assessment levied upon them. The Treasurer’s report wJlshow 
what amount has been realized from this source, and also from the hands of our 
agents. It was but a reasonable calculation, that with an unpaid subscription 
of considerable amount, together with bonds and notes nearly equal to three 
thousand dollars, which are considered good, che receipts should have been 
commensurate with our need. But the disappointment has been, doubtless, 
owing in no small degree, to the late financial pressure in the country. Yet it 
is obvious that to meet the crisis presented by this state of things, no alterna- 
tive remains but the adoption, by the Grand Lodge, at its present session, of 
some effective action to liquidate the debts which encumber us, without much 
'delay. 

The entire sum of these debts is about nine thousand five hundred dollars. — 
The payment of somewhat more tban two-thirds of which, is secured to Capt. 
John Berry, by deed of Mortgage upon the College building and premises. To 
redeem this mortgage at an early day, in part, at least, is of paramount impor- 
tance. 

By devising means for this purpose this Most "Worshipful Grand Lodge will 
secure the permanent establishment of an interesting institution of its own, 
which is commended to its peculiar guardianship by the most important con- 
siderations of both interest and honor. With its present organization it will 
then be able to maintain itself in much usefulness and credit j and in proportion 
to the Masonic patronage and bounty it may receive, to dispense the blessings of 
gratuitous instruction to deserving beneficiaries of the Order.

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence made their re- 
port, which was received and adopted : 
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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The chairman of the Committee desires to explain why this report is not 
printed as required by a resolution of the Grand Lodge, passed at the session for 
1852. 

The Grand Secretary, in good time, sent to my office all the “ matter ” received 
by him to be reported upon by the Committee. So far as my engagements 
would permit, I from time to time, devoted myself to its examination, digesting 
and deciding such matters in my own mind, as I deemed of interest and im- 
portance to this Grand Lodge, and deferring a report thereon, until they were 
submitted to the Committee for their consideration and decision.. On the 23d 
of October last, the Grand Secretary addressed me a letter, requesting my re- 
port, that he might have it printed in accordance with said resolution. Until 
then I was ignorant of the existence of any such resolution of the Grand Lodge, 
requiring the Committee to furnish their report (“one week at least”) before 
the meeting of the Grand Lodge, to the Grand Secretary. Had I known it 
when I was appointed a member of this Committee, I should have suggested 
further legislation by the Grand Lodge, the better to enable the Committee on 
Fore ; gn Correspondence to discharge their duties. This request of the Grand 
Secretary was received at a time when my professional engagements preven- 
ted me from complying with the requirements of said resolution. I therefore 
addressed a letter to the other members of the Committee, requesting their at- 
tendance in the city of Ealeigh, on a day specified, before the meeting of the 
Grand Lodge, for the purpose of conferring and agreeing upon our Report as 
the Committee oh Foreign Correspondence, to this Grand Lodge. I deeply 
regret to learn from Brother McDaniel, that circumstances beyond his control, 
will prevent his attending the Grand Lodge. I have been informed by a broth- 
er, that Brother Curtis, also, will not be here. No alternative is left me but 
to submit the following as the Report. 

We beg leave respectfully to suggest, that in order for a faithful discharge 
of the duties of a Foreign Correspondence commission like ours, by the indi- 
vidual members, and at the same time, for a compliance by the chairman 
thereof, with the resolution of 1852, some modification of the existing rule is 
necessary. The chairman is not authorized to make a report without the 
sanction of the majority (at leasl) of the Committee. Every member must 
withhold his sanction to decisions without the opportunity of examining the 
subjects they affect ; and they are so bulky, that it is both inconvenient and 
expensive to transmit them from point to point, and hence they are only sent 
to the chairman, and he only has the opportunity of investigating them. 

A great advantage in all commissions in coming to correct conclusions is 
the benefit of conference. Individuals see subjects in different points of view, 
and arrive at conclusions by different processes. By an interehange of views, 
and a comparison of courses, a satisfactory result is more surely attained ; and 
in a matter that is of such interest to the Craft, and one that is accomplishing 
so much for Masonry in the various Grand Jurisdictions of this country, as 
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Committees on Foreign Correspondence, snreiy the best means should beadop* 
ted to enable them to discharge this work in the most efficient manner. It 
would be unreasonable to expect the Committee to come together for so long a 
time as would be necessary for a full and fair examination and decision of the va- 
rious matters submitted for their report, without an adequate compensation, 
which is uot provided for by any legislation of this Grand Lodge. Your Commit- 
tee would suggest, as an amendment of existing regulations on this subject, for 
the consideration of the Gra^d Lodge, either that the members of the Committee 
on Foreign Correspondence, be paid their expenses incurred in the necessary 
discarge of their duties, and that they be required to convene in the city of 
Raleigh for that purpose, at such time, (by order of the chairman if you please) 
before the annual meeting of the Grand Lodge, as shall be fixed ; or that the 
Committee be constituted of persons, all of whom shall reside in the same vi- 
cinity. We are fully impressed w : th the importance of having the report 
printed in time, to enable the members to give it that careful examination ne- 
cessary r for their intelligent action in its amendment (if necessary) and adop- 
tion. For, unlike some of our sister Grand Lodges, which receive and order 
it to be spread upon the minutes of the proceedings merely, we adopt the sen- 
timents of the Report ; and hence they become the acts of the Granu. Lodge. 

Too much care, therefore, cannot be taken to bring to the examination of 
this important work the united talent and labor of the Committee. In this 
instance the chairman regrets that he has not been able to give that careful 
and thorough examination of all the proceedings submitted for report thereon, 
which their importance demanded, and which the fraternity expects, without 
devr.ting more of his time than could be spared injustice to his private and 
professional duties. There are many subjects of Masonic interest which it was 
desirable to have presented your consideration, but which must be foregone, 
for such as are deemed of more immediate importance. In reviewing the pro-

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Making thirty-four Grand Lodges, and constituting all in the United 
States in correspondence with this Grand Lodge, together with the proceed- 
ings of the “Provincial Grand Lodge of Canada West ; and of the “Ancient 
Grand Lodge of Canada,” from the 21st May 1856, to. the 10th September, 
1857, besides several communications. We discover the Order to be in the 
warn healthful and prosperous; while some traces of decay in the edifice are man- 
ested, which, if not remedied, may result in permanent ruin. Various causes 
are assigned for it. The most material are believed to be in the too careless 
selection of the materials — the imperfect execution of the work, and a want of 
care and providence for the building — the anxiety to swell our ranks, the 
haste in making Masons, and the lack of Masonic training, and want of Ma- 
sonic food, it is thought have laid the seeds of the disease ; and hence the in- 
crease of idle craftsmen. Loitering by the way-side is no surer evidence of the 
unskillfulness of laborers in their respective professions, than non-affiliation in 
Masonry is a certain index of the want of appreciation by such, of its philoso- 
phy — its science, its benevolence. Various remedies have been applied in this 
and other Grand Lodges, having a tendency to bring back such prodig&l sons 
\o our moral vineyard with comparatively but little success. More stringent 
treatment is suggested by some for the complete eradication of the disease. 

But how to prevent the spread of the evil, is a matter of equal, if not great- 
er moment than its care. It is recommended to Lodges to be careful in se- 
lecting their best members for officers, to guard well the door, and admit none 
but such as are worthy ; to those occupying the East , to draw their designs 
according to the ancient landmarks , rules and regulations , and before they dis- 
pense further light , to see that the candidate has made suitable proficiency, by 
an open examination in the Lodge, in order that the members may judge 
whether at present, he may proceed farther to govern the Lodg^ with kind- 
ness, but with firmness — to see that the roll is regularly called — that at each 
quarter dues are promptly paid, while they are lignt, before an accumulation 
shall render them burthensome and cause the brother finally to fall into the 
list of drones ; to go through with all the business of the Lodge before he pro- 
ceeds to work. To the craft, that they may attend regularly and promptly all 
meetings of the Lodge ; that they support their officers in all their legal Ma- 
sonic workings and decisions. And to this end, let all inform themselves in 
the law, the science, and the literature of Masonry by means of Lodge libraries, 
in which, besides such standard Masonic works as they may procure, it will be 
easy, at a very small cost, to place the proceedings of our sister Grand Lodges 
by an interchange of those of our own, which of themselves, containing as they 
do, the opinions of such high authority as Mackey, Morris, Moore, Abell, Gil- 
man, Pike and others, upon almost every Masonic point in doubt or in differ- 
ence, will form an invaluable library. (In this connection, we mention that 
the Grand Lodge of Texas has commenced the re-publication of a complete 
copy of their proceedings from its organization, comprising a period of twenty 
years. It is hoped that all the Grand Lodges will follow her example.) 
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And with the view of removing all rubbish for the purpose of making room 
for the better work, it is recommended, that the so-called “Side Degrees, 5 ’ be 
totally put away. In the language of the Grand Master of California, “ those 
fungous attachments to Masonry, which have fastened to its body as if they 
were a part and parcel of its existence. Whether consisting of mere idle cere- 
monies, or really aiming at usefulness, they are equally inadmissible, either 
as Masonic tests, or as affording the means to recognition of those who cannot 
be made Masons. 

“ If used as Masonic testef they are an accumulation on the body of Masonry, 
and consequently an innovation ; and he who would thus use them would sub- 
ject himself to discipline for so evident an impropriety. If really Masonic, as 
they are generally, though improperly, called, he who would confer them up- 
on a person, who, agreeable to the laws of our society, cannot be made a Mason, 
would deserve expulsion for so great a violation of those laws. And if not Ma- 
sonic, as they most assuredly are not, he who confers them as such, practices 
deception, and is guilty of deceiving the unwary and confiding. Viewed in 
either light they are unworthy our consideration. 5 ' 

But to obtain these desirable results in our jurisdiction, it is submitted that 
some more efficient system of instruction, than the present one, is necessary. — 
It is not sufficient that a corps of instructors are commanded by the Grand 
Lodge, and can be availed of by subordinate Lodges j it is necessary that they 
receive the work from such teachers : and if they will not receive it at their own 
expense, it is respectfully submitted whether they shall remain in ignorance or 
or whether they shall be instructed at the cost of the Grand Lodge. 

It is much to be regretted that th^ limited instruction received from our 
Grand Lecturers, though they are ever ready, willing and able to give it, has 
furnished neither uniformity of work or language in Masonry. And without 
such uniformity, the instruction received by the very small number of Lodges, 
is materially impaired, or sc mixed up with the wrong work of other Lodges, 
as not to be recognized. Whether to promote this end, it would not be better 
to adopt the Georgia system of commi tting the work to the District Deputy 
Grand Master, (increasing our number to eight or more) with such compensa- 
tion as the Grand Lodge may fix ; or the Virginia plan of a Committee as 
“ Custodians of Work , 55 at the same'titne retaining the Grand Lecturers, is re- 
spectfully submitted for your consideration. As auxilary to this, it is sugges- 
ted that a uniform code of by-laws, for the government of subordinate Lodges, 
be adopted by the Grand Lodge. These suggestions having a depen dance upon 
each other, being all adopted and carried out, will, in the opinion of your Com- 
mittee, arrest this most crying evil of Masonry, non-affiliation. 

Another subject on which we find our sister Grand Lodges greatly exercised, 
is Education. 

As to the best plan to accomplish this object, they are divided. Some favor- 
ing a distribution of their funds to the subordinate Lodges to be applied by 
them for this purpose. While others adopt schools and colleges. While Ar- 
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kansas and Missouri are devoting: their means, by the latter plan, to the edu- 
cation of their sons, Georgia and Kentucky are engaging theirs, by the same 
plan, in the education of the daughters of Masons. We having embarked ours 
in a College, it is not necessary to note the advantages claimed for their re- 
spective purposes. All are engaged in a great work of benevolehce, destined, 
under wise counsels, to commend Masonry, more than all other means combined , 
to the intelligent, the virtuous, and the good. But further remarks upon this 
subject will come more properly from the Grand Master and the President of 
the Board of Trustees of St. John’s College, in their annual Reports. Before 
quitting this matter, we wish to notice a criticism of the Committee of Ohio, of 
the plan of operations of the Agent appointed by the Board of Trustees, to 
raise funds for the benefit of St. John’s College, which is characterized by a 
degree of coarseness and billingsgate unused by the commonest associations 
of men. 

The wonder is that it should have been suffered to remain to tarnish the 
proceedings of the Grand Lodge. 

The Committee say, “Your Commttee regret to see that our brethren in 
North Carolina have been levying a species of black-mail on the Merchants of 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore. To raise funds for a Masonic Col- 
lege, Hhe Agent agreed to give publicity to the houses donating , and recommend 
them to the favorable notice of the craft throughout that State? For this conside- 
ration, the merchants in those dties subscribed some one thousand six hun- 
dred dollars. 

“ Now this transaction is as disgraceful to the Craft of North Carolina as to 
the merchants engaged in it. To thus peddle off the good will of Masonry, as 
a harlot would her smiles, for money, is deserving the severest reprehension.” 
What is it to levy black-mail ? Levy, to raise, to collect by appointment, as to 
levy taxes, toll, tribute, or contributions.” — Webster. “Levying, raising ; col- 
lecting, as men or money.” Same. “ Black mail, a certain rate of money, corn, 
cattle, or other thing, anciently paid in the north of England to certain men, 
who were allied to robbers, to be by them protected from pillage.” — Webster. 

So according to the report of said Committee, the brethren in North Carolina, 
who are allied to robbers, have been collecting money from the merchants of 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore, that they may be protected by them, 
(the said brethren) from pillage.” But who are these robbers, from whom a 
descent from the hills of Carolina is expected by our northern merchants to 
make a foray upon them ? They cannot be the Grand Lodge, or the Board of 
Trustees ? for they are “ brethren .” But that this is not true is shown by the 
Committee , by setting forth the plan of operations, to- wit : “the Agent agreed to 
give publicity to the houses donating, and recommend them to the favorable 
notice of the Craft throughout that State.” Now, in what sense can this be 
called a levy ? Levying black-mail ! ! What is it ? The merchants of said 
cities are applied to by an agent to aid in a great and glorious work of building 
a temple dedicated to the cause of Education and Benevolence , in which they, as 
well as we, are deeply interested. They give of their substance; now say they, 
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“we think you ought to recommend us to the favorable notice of your brethren 
in your State, to givs us a call , and if they can be as well served by us as by 
others who have not given, why, they ought to patronize us.” “ Agreed , says 
the Agent, I think so too, and I will do it.” Is there any great harm in that ? 
Is that robbery ? Is that levying Hack-mail ? 

Is that “ peddling off the good will of Masonry as a harlot Would her smiles 
for money?” Is that “disgraceful to the merchants engaged in it?” (all of 
'whom are of the highest respectability in their respective cities, and will com- 
pare favorably with any in Ohio.) 

Shame upon such Masons who utter such wholesale slander against their 
brethren of a whole jurisdiction and against a large portion of gentlemen of 
respectable calling in the three largest cities ih our union ? As an appropriate 
reply to said Committee, we quote from the able report of our Committee by 
Bro. Blake, chairman to the last Communication of this Grand Lodge, upon 
the same subject. Beviewing the proceedings of Louisiana, he says, “The plan 
referred to as set forth in the report of the Agent of the College is as follows : 
That he, the Agent, would circulate the cards, and otherwise give publicity to 
the business of certain houses, if they would subscribe to St. John's College. — 
Our Louisiana brethren condemn the plan, and express the hope that the 
movement will not receive further sanction. They add, in conclusion, ‘that 
more might be said, but we will not criticise too closely the acts of the breth- 
ren in North Carolina, sensible as we are of our own short-comings, and our 
need of that charity, with which, as Masons, we should judge one another.” 

In contrast with the above, we mention m this connection, the offensive and 
ill-natured criticism of the Committee of Iowa, for 1855, of which J. H. Wal- 
lace is chairman. It might, perhaps, be a humane act to undertake to teach the 
writer a lesson in good manners, which part of his education seems to have 
been sadly neglected ; but the Committee of several sister Grand Lodges have 
already justly rebuked the wanton and unwarrantable bitterness in which he 
indulges towards this and other Grand Lodges, so that we feel constrained, as 
the organ of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, to dismiss his communica- 
tion as wanting in the simplest elements that constitute a paper worthy of Ma^ 
sonic notice. 

We feel it due to our Louisiana brethren to explain the connection of this 
Grand Lodge with the operations of the College Agent. The Agent was not 
appointed by the Grand Lodge, but by the Board of Trustees of St. John's 
College. The President of the Board is required to report annually to the 
Grand Lodge, the condition of the College. In his report, he alluded to the 
amount obtained by the Agent in certain cities North and South, and the Col- 
lege Agent being present, was incidentally called upon, for the information of 
the brethren, to state the plan of his operations. In this way was the subject 
brought to the notice of the Grand Lodge. It was distinctly stated by the 
Agent, that it was no part of the plan to involve the Grand Lodge in his action ; 
the subscriptions were made solely for services to be rendered by him as an 
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Agent of the Board of Trustees. It is true that tfie Grand Lodge subsequently, 
without due reflection, perhaps took action upon the subject, and permitted the 
names of the subscribers, with the amounts subscribed, to be printed on the cov- 
er of the Grand Lodge proceedings. We think it would have been better if 
there had been no action at all on the subject; but the matter was introduced 
at a late hour of the session and did not receive that careful scrutiny that its 
importance demanded. It is however due to some members of the Grand 
Grand Lodge to state that they opposed the line of policy embraced in the 
plan of the Agent; and we may remark that the plan has long since been aban- 
doned, and will not, in all probability, be renewed by either party. As to the 
plan as it was between the Agent and the subscribers, independent of the Grand 
Lodge, we do not think that any valid objection can be urged against it. Only 
two cf all the Grand Lodges have noticed the subject at all ; and we have con- 
ferred with eminent Masons who justify the plan as perfectly legitimate. It is 
obvious that a Mason has the right to employ an agent to circulate his cards 
and recommend his business, and to pay for the service rendered ; and it makes 
no difference whether the money so paid be applied to the benefit of a College 
or a private individual. Take an analogous case. There are many Masonic 
journals published within our borders. The proprietors of these journals fre- 
quently employ agents to procure subscribers and thus advance their business 
interests. We ask would it be just to denounce these proprietors as being in- 
fluenced only by mercenary and unworthy motives, simply because they hope 
to advance their private fortunes by the same means they employ to dissemi- 
nate Masonic light? Then wherefore condemn the same principles in the case 
of the merchant, who, in appropriating a portion of his substance for Masonic 
purposes, looks thereto for an extension of his business operations with his 
brother Masons. Again, many Grand Lodges employ agents to sell scholar- 
ships for Masonic institutions and no one objects. The agent is paid in com- 
missions, and is told that the more he does, the more he will receive. Here 
the agent gives or sells his labor to the College, and receives his reward in com- 
mission ; the purchaser of scholarships gives his money and receives his reward 
in reduced tuition ; and in the case of the merchant, he too gives his money 
to the very same object and asks therefore an introduction to his brethren, 
which he regards as a satisfactory equivalent. 

In conclusion, we repeat, that in the contract of the Agent with the subscri- 
bers to the College, neither the Grand Lodge nor a single Mason in North Car- 
olina was pledged to patronize the “houses contracting but the Agent hav- 
ing originated the plan himself, promised, simply as an individual, to circulate 
their cards, and invite North Carolina Masons to visit said bouses, and if 
they, as buyers, were satisfied that they could be as well served by them as by 
others, and felt disposed to do so, to give them a portion of their patronage. — 
We have no doubt that a wrong impression rested upon the mind of our M* 
W. G. Master, when he wrote his last address in reference to the nature of 
the Agent's plan of operations. 
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As the whole subject was referred to us as a Committee by the Grand Lodge, 
we have carefully and maturely weighed all the facts in the case, and feel con- 
strained to adopt the sentiments above expressed. We cannot, therefore, re- 
commend to the Grand Lodge to request the Board of Trustees to refund the 
money thus obtained by their Agent. And these sentiments were adopted by 
the Grand Lodge' 

From the proceedings of the Provincial Grand Lodge of Canada West, we 
learn that on the 30th of June, 1857, this Grand Body resolved on separate or- 
ganization as “ necessary for the efficiency and stability of Free Masonry in 
Canada,” and also appointed a committee “ with power to take such measures 
as they may consider necessary and expedient to effect a union with the 
Grand Lodge of Canada,” and to meet any committee appointed for a like 
purpose by the “ Grand Lodge of Canada ” to negotiate, &c. And also at a meet- 
ing held on the 9th of September, of the same year, the minutes of said com- 
mittees were reported, showing that they had failed to effect a union . And 
also that the warrants of thirty-eight Lodges, holding from the Grand Lodge 
of England, were returned, and an independent Grand Lodge was formed un- 
der the title of the “ Ancient Grand Lodge of Canada ,” and Brother Sir Allan N. 
MacNab, of Dundurn, Baronet, was elected Grand Master. It is represented 
that sixty Lodges are under their jurisdiction. By the Grand Master’s address, 
delivered upon the first day of this Communication, this Grand Lodge has 
been informed, that since the printed proceedings before us, the union referred 
to has been effected ; but that there are other Lodges in Canada, working under 
warrants from the Grand Lodge of England ; and that the Grand Lodge of 
England still claims jurisdiction in Canada. In this state of things, we do not 
think it advisable for the present, to recognize the “ Ancient Grand Lodge of 
Canada,” or any other Grand Lodge claiming against L the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of England ; but that the line of policy suggested by our Grand 
Master, is the proper course to be pursued. 

The following resolution of the Grand Lodge of Connecticut, has been sent 
to the Grand Secretary’s office, in a circular letter by Brother Storer, chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence, for that jurisdiction. 

“ Resolved , That this Grand Lodge does sincerely regret the so frequent fail- 
ure in the receipt of the fraternal correspondence of a great number of other 
Grand Lodges in the United States, as well as the failure of her own printed 
minutes of proceedings in reaching corresponding Lodsres ; and in order to 
guard as effectually as possible, against a further recurrence of this cause of 
complaint, it shall be the duty of the Grand Secretary at the earliest practica- 
ble day after each annual Communication, to transmit, by mail, to the Grand 
Master, Grand Secretary, and chairman of the Committee on Foreign Corres- 
pondence of each Grand Lodge in the United States, one copy each of the 
printed minutes of the proceedings of' this Grand Lodge — omitting all allu- 
sions to any Masonic title in the address of c uch communications. And we 
request each of our sister Grand Lodges to adopt a similar resolution.” 

We think the plan a good one, and would recommend the Grand Lodge to 
adopt it. 
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By a vote of the Grand Lodge of Maine, the following resolution was 
adopted : 

u Resolved, That the Committee on Foreign Correspondence be instructed 
to address a Circular to the Grand Lodges of this country, urging the forma- 
tion of a General Grand Lodge, at the time and place of meeting of the Gene- 
ral Grand Chapter and General Grand Encampment, in September, 1859, and 
th^t this Cireular be prepared and sent out in eonnexion with the proeeedings 
of this Communieadon.” 

We have also had placed in our possession the said 11 eircular,” signed by 
brothers Cyril Pearl, Freeman Bradford, and Moses Dodge, in whieh the 
reasons for a General Grand Lodge are ably urged. We cannot, however, 
agree with the committee in the necessity for such a General Grand Lodge. There 
are many other matters of interest contained in the printed minutes of the 
proceedings of the Grand Lodges, which we would like to notice had we time, 
without enlarging too much this report, which we fear Is already too greatly 
extended. 

We regret that we have been deprived of the valuable aid of the other 
members of the committee, but, under the circumstances, we have done the 
best we could, and must rely upon the eharity of the Grand Lodge for the 
many imperfections of our effort. 

In conclusion, permit me to add that masonry will never attain the summit 
its most ardent votaries claim for it, (whieh, under an enlightened legislation, 
and the blessing of the Supreme Architect of the Universe, I trust and believe 
it will reach,) until more light is given us by the fructifying rays of education ; 
then, and not till then, when we have done our whole duty, can we expect the 
highest reward of the Supreme High Priest of Heaven and Earth.

Bro. Jas. Banks from the Committee on St. John’s College, 
submitted the annexed report, which was received and adopted : 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The Committee to whom was referred the affairs of St. John’s College j 
respectfully report that in 1838, P. M., D. W. Stone, proposed the erection of 
a Masonie Seminary — that in 1842, on motion of Bro. T. J. Lemay, a resolu- 
tion was passed in the Grand Lodge, and a committee appointed to enquire 
and report on the practicability of the establishment of a Masonic School, to 
which the funds of the Grand Lodge might be directed. The committee reported 
favorably and the seheme obtained the hearty approval and zealous co-operation 
of the then G. M., Jno. H. Wheeler, and subsequently that of Grand Masters 
Fanning, Collins, Jenkins, Jordan, Holt, and Martin. In 1846, Bros. Wm. 
G. Hill, Wm. F. Collins and C. W. D. Hutchings were appointed Trustees 
of the contemplated Masonic Seminary of learning, on the part of the Grand 
Lodge, and eaeh subordinate lodge was requested to appoint one Trustee, with 
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which request the subordinate lodges did not generally comply. In 1848, Bro. 
J. M. Lovejoy, on behalf of the Trustees of the Masonic Seminary, printed 
a report to the Grand Lodge, two thousand copies of which, together with a 
plan for raising funds previously adopted, were ordered to be printed. At this, 
communication the Trustees were authorized to employ an Agent to obtain 
subscriptions for this object. They appointed Bro. C. H. Wiley, who report- 
ed progress, and for the first time, in his report speaks of the institution as a 
College. In 1850, the question of locating the institution came up. Various 
lodges made propositions as to Low much they would contribute if the college 
was located at certain places. Among the applicants for location was Tusca- 
rora Lodge, ISTo. 122, who proposed to give $8,500, and ten acres of land if the. 
Grand Lodge would locate the college at Oxford, Granville County. After a 
lengthy discussion this proposition was accepted, and Oxford selected as the site. 
At this Communication, on motion of Bro. Daniel Coleman, the W. M. was 
authorized to appoint agents to solicit subscriptions and donations. 

At the same Communication, the Committee on Corporations was authori- 
zed to obtain an act of incorporation from the State, enabling the Grand 
Lodge, through her Trustees, to acquire title to the site of said College, near 
Oxford. ' The Trustees were named, and it was resolved that as soon as $25,- 
000 was secured by subscription, that the Trustees, under such restrictions and 
limitations as the Grand Lodge might impose, should proceed to erect the Col-, 
lege buildings. The Grand Lodge further resolved that $50,000 was necessa- 
ry to enable the College to take her stand a long side of sister institutions of 
learning. 

At the Communication in 1851, G. M., Jordan, in his annual address, re? 
commended St. John’s College to the kind attention of the Grand Lodge. — 
The Committee on his address approved his sentiments j and it was resolved 
that all subscriptions and monies obtained for said College, be paid over to the 
Trustees thereof. In 1852, a regret was expressed that more had not been, and 
the Committee expressed the opinion that there was a moral responsibility 
resting on the members of the Grand Lodge, to stand by their oft-repeated de- 
clarations of the ability of the fraternity to establish the College. This year, 
the Board of Trustees of St. John’s College were required to make annual re- 
ports to the Grand Lodge, and it was made the duty of the President and 
Treasurer to attend the Communications of the same. 

In 1853, the President of Board of Trustees reported the most important 
resolution, which was adopted, connected with the College : 

“ Resolved , That we rescind the resolution binding the Trustees in making 
contracts, leaving them free to act at discretion.” 

In 1854, Robert W. Lassiter, President Board of Trustees made a report, 
detailing the action ©f the Board, and showing $4,500 had been paid for a 
site, and that $1,239 22, cash, was on hand, and subscriptions unpaid, amount- 
ing to $17,519 00. This report was referred to a Committee, who approv- 
ed its scope, and recommended its adoption. The report of Z. M. Paschall, 
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Treasurer, was read and adopted. This report shows that there had been paid 
into the Treasury up to this time, $5957, and that subscriptions existed to the 
amount of $18,854, making the assets amount in all, to $24,011. Upon the 
strength of this report, the Grand Lodge 

“ Resolved , That the Trustees of said College proceed to make contracts for 
the erection of such buildings as are necessary — contracts not to exceed the 
amount of $20,000.” 

In 1855, the reports of the President and Directors of St.John’s College 
were read and adopted. Prom these reports it appears the contract for build- 
ing the College was made for the sum of $22,500, instead of $20,000. 

At this Communication the Grand Lodge required th‘at a report in extenso 
be made showing the whole amount of money contributed, and by whom. 

In 1856, the committee appointed to report on the above resolution, reported

It thus appears that the Grand Lodge has authorized the Trustees, as her 
agents, to make contracts in her name and on her behalf to the amount of 
twenty-seven thousand dollars for the following purposes, viz : 

For One Hundred and Nineteen acres of land as a site, $4,500 00 

For College Buildings, 22,500 00 


Making in all, $27,000 00 

The expense of collecting has been about, $1,600 00 

Tuscarora Lodge subscribed $8,500, and a site. The site she has never con- 
tributed, and the amount in money she has not contributed directly, but upon 
an equitable extension of the subscription in Granville to Tuscarora Lodge, 
your committee find that $5,600 has been paid by said county upon a subscrip- 
tion of $13,000, and upon the balance of the $8,000, that county has sub- 
scribed about, probably $1,000 more, making the contribution of Tuscarora 
Lodge about $6,600. This lodge has been disappointed in not having raised 
$2,000 from a source where .it had expected it, and upon the strength of which 
her subscription was made. 

The committee report that the items in the debit and credit account of the 
Treasurer of St. John’s College at the last session, in reference to E. C. May- 
nard, has been explained to the satisfaction of the committee. 

Your Committee report the indebtedness of St. John’s College, to be about 
$9,500, and that there are notes and subscriptions which are deemed good, to 
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the amount of about $3,000, as the Committee learns from the President’s 
report, and the hundred acres and the buildings. The residue of the old sub- 
scriptions are deemed almost v alueless. 

Your Committee have disagreed as to whether the Grand Lodge is only 
bound for the $27,000, or whether it is bound for the $27,000, and all the inci- 
dental expenses of collecting and expending the same J and upon that matter, to 
the Grand Lodge your Committee report that St. John’s College has been a 
favorite scheme of this Grand Lodge, from 1838, until now ; and as the tax 
has been abolished to meet the payment of the debt, a grave question must 
come before the Grand Lodge — how is the debt to be paid ?

The Committee on Ways and Means to prpvide r for discharging 
the debts of St. John’s College, made the following report, which 
Was received and adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

Whereas, At the Communication of the Grand Lodge in 1854, and since 
then, subscriptions to St. John's College have been reported to the Grand 
Lodge ; and whereas, the Grand Lodge, on the strength of said subscriptions 
authorized the Trustees of St. John's College to erect college buildines, &c. ; 
and whereas, many of the individuals and lodges who made said subscriptions 
Jiave failed to meet the same, either in whole or in part ; and whereas, the 
Grand Lodge is now pressed for money to meet her liabilities for <3t. John's 
pollege ; therefore, be it 
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Resolved , That it may be the duty of the Grand Master to issue a circular let- 
ter to all the lodges and individuals who ha^e subscribed to St. John’s College 
and have not paid their subscriptions, reminding them of their subscriptions, 
and likewise a letter to all th° subordinate lodges in the State, requesting vol- 
untary contributions for the object. 

Resolved , further, That all the money in the Grand Treasury, after defray- 
ing all the expenses incident to this Grand Communication and current ex- 
penses, and two hundred dollars for the use of the chairman of the Historical 
Committee, be paid by the Grand Treasurer to the Treasurer of St. John’s 
College. 

Resolved , further , That it be made the duty of the District Deputy Grand 
Masters in every judicial district in the State to aid the Grand Master in the 
discharge of the duty imposed on him, and that said District Deputy Grand 
Masters exert themselves in collecting all sums due and obtain new subscrip- 
tions and remit the same to the Grand Treasurer. 

Resolved , That the Trustees of St. John’s College have the college buildings 
insured, and so much of the policy as is necessary to cover the amount due 
Bro. Jno. Berry’s debts be transferred, by the Board of Trustees, to him as 
collateral security. 

The adoption of the foregoing we respectfully recommend.

The Committee on the Communication of the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master made the annexed report, which was read and 
adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The Committee to wham was referred the address of the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, have had the same under consideration, and beg leave most re- 
spectfully to report. Your Committee take pleasure in expressing a cordial 
approval of the sentiments, generally, contained in tile address, as well as their 
high apprec : ation of the ability which characterizes it — the pure Masonic spir- 
it which pervades it — and the just and lofty conception of the rights, duties 
and true interests of the Craft which it displays. 

The Committee commend the whole of this address to the earnest conside- 
ration of the Grand Lodge ; but they desire to call attention particularly to the 
remarks on the negligence, which is too common in subordinate lodges, of closely 
scrutinizing the character and qualification of applicants for admission into 
our ancient Order ; and the plausible, but dangerous error, of confounding an 
increase of membership merely, with the true, genuine, and abiding prosperity 
of Masonry. 

The remarks on the subject of the incapacity of officers, and the evils resul- 
ting therefrom, are well worthy of the attention of the Grand Lodge, and es- 
pecially of the subordinate Lodges. 

Your Committee recommend that all that portion of the address in refer- 
ence to the union of the Grand Lodges of Canada, together with the circular of 
Bros. Tucker and Morris, which accompanies it, be referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Correspondence. The portion relating to the Mt. Vernon Associa- 
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lion, with the circular letter of the Grand Lodge of Virginia, we recommend 
to be referred to a special Committee. And the part upon the subject of con- 
ferring degrees upon “ strangers, sojourners, and those having no fixed place of 
residence,” with the decision of the Grand Master, on the appeal from St. 
John’s Lodge, No. 1, which accompanies the address, we recommend also to be 
deferred to a special Committee. 

All of which is respectfully submitted*

The Committee on Expulsions and Suspensions submitted 
their report, which was read and adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand L^dge of North Carolina : 

Your committee to whom was referred the returns of Expulsions and Sus- 
pensions from the various Lodges under your jurisdiction, beg leave to report 
that they have considered the same; and recommend, 

That the action of Perseverance Lodge, No. 59, in the case of W. L. 
Rhodes, be affirmed ; that the Lodge issue notices of expulsion to the Lodges 
Of the State. And as it appears said Rhodes is now living in the jurisdiction 
of another Lodge, which, under his present good conduct, may apply to this 
Grand Lodge for his restoration to the rights and privileges of a Mason, it is re- 
spectively submitted, that, in the opinion of your Committee, he is not a fit 
subject for such high honors. 

That the action of Perseverance Lodge, No. 59, in the case of R. Y. Owens, 
is affirmed. Also same, in case of Wm. A. Harwiek, affirmed. 

That the case of N. Nolen, from Dan Rivpr Lodge, No. 129, does not come 
tip in regular form. It has nb seal, and is not properly prepared or the trial 
properly conducted. Your Committee would remark that they have been in- 
formed a neighboring Lodge denies the right of Dan River Lodge to try this 
brother, he belonging to Yanceyville Lodge, but living within the jurisdiction 
of Dan River Lodge. It is the opinion of your Committee, after a careful ex- 
amination of masonic law, that the brethren of Yanc°yville Lodge are wrong. 
We recommend to our brethren of Dan River Lodge, that they have anew trial 
in due form. 

Also, the action of Radiance Lodge, No. 132, in case of W. H. Caswell, be 
affirmed. 

That the action of Mount Lebanon Lodge, No. 117, in the case of Jno. G. 
Mumford, be affirmed. 

That in the action of Hiram Lodge, No. 40, in case of W. M. Barbee, charges 
are sustained, but transcript is in irregular form, and has no seal, therefore sent 
back to Lodge to come up anew. 

That the actibn of Fellowship Lodge, in the cases of J. Nowell, Wm. B. 
Lee, and Duncah McPherson, be affirmed. 

That the action of Radiance Lodge, No. 132, in case of S. B. Turnage, be 
affirmed ; and as it appears that said Turnage has left this State, is now prob- 
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ably in New York, that be is a very unworthy man, therefore your Cpmmitr 
tee recommend that the Secretary of the subordinate Lodge, be instiucted 
to advertise said Turnage in some well circulated journal. 

That the action ot Widow Son’s Lodge, No. 75, in the case of W. R. Gor- 
don, be affirmed. 

That the action of Siloam Lodge, No. 178, in case of Wells Sutherland be 
affirmed. 

That the action of Belmont Lodge, No. 108, in the case of A. P. Hightower, 
and R. 4 • Hunter, be affirmed. 

That the action of Phoenix Lodge, No, 8, in the case of Jas. McPherson, be 
affirmed. 

That the case of J. J. Johnson, Lewis T. Teague, W m. J. Teague, from Rocky 
River, No. 159, are not in reerular form, and are without seals; therefore your 
Committee report that they be sent back to come anew. 

That the action of Mocksville Lodge, No. 134, in the case of Bedford Brown, 
be affirmed. 

That the proceedings of Lafayette Lodge, No. 83, in the case of Elijah 
peasly, are regular, with the exception of not having a seal, but your com- 
mittee are of opinion that the punishment (reprimand) is by no means suffi- 
cient for such an offence (whipping his wife,) therefore your committee do 
not affirm the decision of the lodge, but recommend a more severe punish- 
ment by the lodge. That the proceedings Oa. Lafayette Lodge, No. 83, iD the 
pase of W. C Lamberson, sre without seal, and according to the ruling of the 
committee they are not regular, although they think the punishment was just. 
The lodge is instructed to send up a similar transcript with a seal. That the 
proceedings of Lafayette Lodge. No. 83, in case of Elijah Beasiy for violation 
of masonic promise, is without seal, though they approve the punishment. 

That the action of Blackmer Lodge, No 127, in the cases of W. M. Bal- 
lard, J. B. Ballard, George M. Ballard, and Pleasant P. Ballard, be affirmed. 
This case has given your committee much trouble, and they deem it not im- 
proper to state to your august body an abstract of the evidence in the case. 
It seems that one 1). B. Allen, a member o^ Carolina Lodge, and in its juris- 
diction, clandestinely married the daughter of Ja a . M. Lilly, and that W. M. 
Ballard, J. B. Ballard, Geo. M Ballard aod Pleasant P. Ballard, assisted him, 
more or less, in doing so. Said Ballards being members of, and in the juris- 
diction of Blackmer Lodge, No. 127, were tried, found guilty and punished 
more or less severely. 

Another case of much importance to the harmony of the craft and which 
has occupied much of the time of your committee and given them much trou- 
ble, is from Franklinton Lodge, No 123, being sundry charges brought against 
Bro. J. M. Stone by Bro. J. J. Moore, of which the lodge acquitted Bro, 
Ston% and Bro. Moore feeling himself aggrieved, appealed to your Most Wor? 
sbipful Body. This case would have been immediately dismissed without any 
further attention, as it did not come up in proper form, but as the case seems 
%o have produced much dissatisfaction and ill feeling in the lodge, your conu 
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mittee have deemed it right to entertain it. We learn from the witnesses, 
knd evidence before us, that this case has been fors ome time before the lodge j 
that in December last a charge was tried which had been preferred against J. 
M. Stone by J. J. Moore, and said J. M. Stone was acquitted by not guilty 
19, guilty 9. That attheh<*xt meeting the minutes of this trial were not 
adopied, and still stand unadopted. The officers are desirous of knowing what 
they shall do in reference thereto, and your committee being unable to decide, 
respectfully refer the matter to the decision of the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master. Your committee deem it proper to recommend to the Franklintofr 
Lodge that no further proceedings be had in the charges against Bro. S^one 
by Brother Moore ; they would further remind the Lodge that kindness among 
Masons is one of our most important duties, and that Brotherly love is one of 
the first great principles of our Order. 

That in the action of Deep River Lodge, No. 164, in the case of Alfred Car- 
nan, the punishment of the Lodge is too severe. The papers are without seal ; 
your Committee, therefore, recommend that the case go back with a sugges- 
tion to suspend for 12 months. The brother is charged with two other specifi- 
cations. He was tried twice ; and appeals in the first trial, after this he was tried 
a second time, and again expelled, which last proceedings your Committee deem 
irregular, as the Lodge should have waited until the action of the Grand 
Lodge was had upon it: 

Your Committee have to regret that so many Lodges seem either careless ot 
ignorant of the proper form for drawing up transcripts and keeping records. 
They would remark with high approbation, a pleasing exception to this; the 
transcript sent from Phoenix Lodge, No. 8, which we deem one of the best pre- 
pared documents that has ever come before this Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Treasurer of St. John’s College begs leave to submit the following 
report : That he has received from the former Treasurer the sum of $29 01, 
and for the information of the Grand Lodge, he sets forth the items of receipts 
and disbursements of the former Treasurer, since his last ahnual return to this 
Grand Lodge (which should have been reported by said Treasurer) up tp the date 
of his resignation. The state of said Treasurer’s account, as stated by the Finance 
Committee , and adopted by the Board of Trustees, (during the term of his 
office) from May, 1853, to April 23, 1858, inclusive, shows that he received the 
sum of $1*7,627 56, and disbursed the sum of $16,831 02 ; that of the amount 
of receipts $15,350 74 is subject to commissions at 5 per cent., making the 
sum of $767 53, which added to the disbursements $16,831 02, makes the sum 
paid debit $17,598 55, which taken from the receipts $17,627 56, makes the 
balance against the former Treasurer of $29 01.

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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The Committee on Propositions and Grievances have had under considera- 
tion the several matters submitted to them, and respectfully report the follow- 
ing : 

In the case of Radiance Lodge, No. 132, the Committee have been furnished 
with the certificates which go to show that they have paid the annual install- 
ments due St. John’s College, by the said Lodge, one hundred and twenty dol- 
lars, for which they are not credited. The Committee recommend that the said 
Lodge be credited with the same.

The Committee report that the evidence offered before them, in this case, is 
too indefinite and uncertain for them to come to a conclusion as to its merits j 
and as the petitioner says he will make an issue for the next annual Commu- 
nication of this Grand Lodge, to recommend no action in this case at the pre- 
sent time. 

In the petition of the W* MX of Rocky River Lodge, No. 159, complaining 
of the action of Caue Creek Lodge, No. 142, in receiving the petition of Wm. 
Teague, for the degrees in Masonry, who, according to said petition, lives with- 
in the jurisdiction of Rocky River Lodge. The Committee report that the ac- 
tion of Cane Creek Lodge, in the case, according to said petition, is without 
Warrant from the Constitution, and that Cane Creek Lodge be required to 
pay over to R. R. Lodge, the fees received by them from the said Teague. 

In the petition of Jos. C. Eerebee, from Widow’s Son Lodge, No. 75, rela- 
ting to a serious difficulty between a member of that Lodge, and a non-affiilia- 
ted Mason. We recommend that this Grand Lodge take no action therein, 
but would suggest that if the said Lodge cannot reconcile the matter, that they 
refer it to the M. W. Grand Master, who has full jurisdiction therein. 

Resolved , That this Grand Lodge restore Joel Patrick to the rights and ben- 
ofits of Masonry* 

The resolution of Bro. J. C. Cox, referred to us, asking 11 that Joel Patrick, 
expelled by Jerusalem Lodge, No. 95, be restored to all the rights and benefits 
of Masonry.” The Committee report that they have taken the parol evidence 
of Bros. C. Cox, W. C. Dixon, and S. D. Pope, members of said Lodge, and 
their testimoy was so ample and satisfactory, in relation to the character and 
work of said Patrick, and of the disposition of said Lodge in the premises, that 
we recommend that the said resolution be passed.

To the Worshipful Master , Wardens , and Brethren 

of St. John's Lodge, No. 1 : 

The appeal from the decision of the Master of your lodge at your last meet- 
ing, was, upon two points, which I shall proceed to state as they have been 
presented, with my views upon each in turn. 

The appellant takes the ground in this case : 1st. “ That it is notin the power 
of the Worshipful Master, at a regular meeting, to appoint a special meeting 
to receive and act upon a petition for degrees.” 

The 8th section of article 4th of the by-laws of the Grand Lodge provides 
that 11 no business can be transacted at an extra meeting other than that for 
which it was called. Nor can such meeting receive petitions, ballot, or engage* 
in any other business effecting the general interest of the craft. The presence 
of grand officers warrant exceptions.” The first clause in this section would 
seem to imply the right to transact any business for which such meeting was 
called, but the clause immediately succeeding, innumerates particular things, 
that such a lodge cannot lawfully do, among which is the receiving and bal- 
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loting on petitions. Under this rule, therefore, no lodge can lawfully receive 
or act upon a petition for degrees at a special meeting, except under two con- 
ditions : the first of which is contained in the rule itself, and the other is the 
dispensation of the Grand Master or his Deputy. The action contemplated 
by the call of such meeting, being a violation of masonic law , it is clearly not 
in the legal power of the master to call the meeting, unless it be sustained by 
the conditions that authorise the contemplated action. 

The further grounds of appeal, are, 2d. “ That it is irregular for a lodge to 
receive a petition for degrees, from one claiming no fixed or permanent resi- 
dence, for the reason that such reception is contrary to the general usages of 
Masonry ; the expressed sentiments of our own Grand Lodge, and of the 12th 
section of the 4th article of the Grand Constitution.” 

I am not aware that the Grand Lodge has ever made, or intended to make 
any distinction between the class referred to in this case, and those usually de- 
nominated sojourners j nor do I know of any good reason why she should. — 
The party claiming no particular place as a residence, is, in my judgment, as 
much a sojourner, wherever he applies for the honors of Masonry, as he who 
hails from an acknowledged jurisdiction, would ox should be considered, if he 
made application in any other. The one is a sojourner wherever he may ap- 
ply, and the other anywhere out of his own jurisdiction. Aside from the tri- 
fling amount of the fee involved, of which, in one case we might deprive a sis- 
ter lodge, and which, for aught we know, she may have already rejected, there 
ean be but little' difference in the character of the two petitioners. In one 
ease we might send a man to a particular jurisdiction, with Masonic claims of 
which he is utterly unworthy ; and in the other, turn such a one loose upon 
the Masonic world at large. 

The Grand Lodge has never failed to condemn, in the most emphatic terms, 
whenever the subject was presented, the practice — common at one time, but 
for the last few years, almost universally denounced as wrong in principle, and 
most pernicious in its consequences — of conferring the degrees upon sojourners 
or strangers. A committee of the Grand Lodge of 1852, quotes the following 
from the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky : 

“ Our attention has been called to the existence of a practice which has pre- 
vailed to some extent in the United States, that of receiving and acting upon 
petitions, &c., of transient persons, not considered within the jurisdiction of the 
subordinate or Grand Lodge, under which it works. Most of the Grand Lodges, 
whose proceedings we have examined, are opposed to the exercise of this pow- 
er.” The committee then go on to deprecate the practice, not because of the 
infringement of jurisdictional rights alone; but because of the impossibility of 
obtaining a sufficient knowledge of the character and qualifications of the ap- 
plicant, and the consequent danger of forcing upon the Masonic world, a per- 
son unworthy of its confidence. These sentiments were approved and adopted 
by our Grand Lodge. 

If we admit the right to entertain such petitions as that named in the ap- 
peals, the lodge must then be governed by the existing regulations in regard to 
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all applicants. She must know that 4 )i© applicant “ L a person of good rpport, 
that he is free-born, and of lawful age, that he has some trade, estate or office — . 
some occupation or visible means of acquiring an honest livel hood — and work- 
ing in his craft as becomes the inemb rs of this ancient and honorable fraterni- 
ty, and who ought not only to earn what is sufficient for himself and fam- 
ily, but something to sp f, nd for charity, and ihe Mipp >rt and dignity of the 
Royal Art. ” These are the p c-requi^ies required by the ancient constitu- 
tions; a"d to assume that all these could be known to be in the poss p sion of 
one who is an entire stranger, sojourning for a brief season in ihe jurisdic- 
tion, and of whom the members, probably, never heard before, is an absurdity 
too monstr us for credulity itself to admit 

This ignorance of the \ re-i equLit p s of candidates has always been considered, 
by our Grai d Lodge, one of the strongest grounds of objection to the admis- 
sion of strangers. The Grand Lodge of Illinois and I believe of several other 
States, requires a residence <»1 twelve months in the jurisdiction, as a necessary 
qualification. It will doubtless be contended that, by the application of su* ha 
rule, to persons whose professions preclude the idea or possibility of a fixed 
place of abode, we ought, keep many worthy men out of the institution, which, 
besid s being an injury to it, won-d be a great wrong to them. In regard to the 
first objection, we m*»y simply rei ly, that in every relation of life, we are under 
the necessity of making some sacrifices for our socur tv and protection. and 
that is o: e of the sa'*r fi e> that masons mint make for the jrotection of the in- 
stitution ; to the other, t^at as c ; tiz ns o f the world they have no rights in the 
institution ; we are, therefore dey riving them of ru thing. 

The ancient constitution requires that every applicant must be “free 
born, of sufficient endowments and the senses of a man,’* &c., and a rejection 
for the lack of the e pre-requi-ites wo ild n >t be con-idered as an act of injus- 
tice to the applicant. If the framers of our laws thought it no wrong to ex- 
clude those who, by the a t of God, were deficient income of the pre-requi- 
sites, how can we consider v unjust or wrong to exclude those wno voluntarily 
assume and practice a profession or calling that p ac p s it out of the power of 
any lodge to apply the test as to their pre-requisites. It is simply ?heir misfor- 
tune, and ours al«o, if they are w ( r hv, so that tlvre we are equal. As there 
is nothing in ihe statutes o our Grand Ledge \ rohibiting in express and posi- 
tive terms, th J c inferring of degree upon sojourners or strangers, except 
such as other lodge-* may have jurisd c ional claims upon, I have thought it 
proper to gi T *e, in extenso, the e« ur.-e of rea onmg by which I have ar r ived at 
the cor.c.utdon, that no lodge can { roperly confer the honors of masonry upon 
a stranger, sojour. er* or person having no fixed or permanent place of abode 
or residence. # 

The 12th section of arrive 4th of the Grand Constitution has reference ex- 
clusively to jurisdictional rights, arid, therefore, does not apply to this case as 
described in the appellants grounds of appeal.

The Committee on Education beg leave to submit the following report : 

Your Committee have not been able to obtain from the delegates of the su- 
bordinate lodges, full reports of the schools under their charge, but have labor- 
ed under the same disadvantages of former committees appointed by this Grand 
Body, upon this Subject; but meagre reports of masonic schools have been 
handed to us. Why this is the case, we are unable to say. The following 
Institutions of learning are in operation, and bid fair to do credit to the lodges 
under whose control they are : 

The Knap of Reeds Male Academy, under the management of Knap of 
Reeds Lodge, we are pleased to learn is in a prosperous condition. E. G. Moore 
is Principal ; and in connection with the academy, is a regular boarding house 
for the accommodation of young men who may patronize the institution. 

Mount Energy Academy, Granville county, under the control of Mount 
Energy Lodge, is also doing good service for the cause of Education. About 40 
students, with W. H. P. J enkins as Principal. This lodge has no regular board-* 
ing house for the pupils attending the same, but good board in private families 
can be obtained convenient to the school. 

Roxborough Masonic Classical Institute, at Roxborough, we learn, has about 
50 students, with Rev. J. H. Brent, as Principal. This school, the Committee 
learns, promises to. do much good. They have a building worth about $2000, 
with a good Philosophical apparatus ; and the Trustees propose to educate some 
pupils free of charge, when recommended to them by their sister lodges. 

The Masonic Institute at German ton, your Committee have heard nothing 
from, but suppose that the school at this place is not now in operation. 

Your Committee are not aware that it is required at their hands to say any- 
thing in regard to St. John’s College, as that has been brought before your 
Grand Body, by the Trustees of the same. 

In conclusion, we would say that we are sorry so little interest is taken by 
the subordinate lodges in the cause of education. Educating the youth of the 
country is a subject, around which linger the most proud and exulting 
thoughts ; and there is nothing more important than educating and preparing 
the rising generation of the country for usefulness. 

It has been truly said that ignorance is the mother of vice, of bigotry, of 
superstition, and all the baser works of the flesh, and is the destroyer of the 
happiness of one-half of the human family ; therefore it becomes us as masons 
to do our duty in this great and noble work, for as intelligence in any com- 
munity increases, in an equal or greater proportion will masonry increase.

Amongst the correspondence which I have already reported upon, a com- 
munication from the Grand Lodge of Mississippi, of the 23d October, 1857, 
bringing to our notice various acts of imposture by a person calling himself 
Jules Fuger, and pretending to be a mason from “3 Axes Lodge, Number 
614, Havre, France,” was inadvertently overlooked. To one brother he rep- 
resented himself by said name, and to another by the name Hr. Jules BeBre- 
moran. 

This communication is herewith submitted and the following resolution is 
also submitted and recommended to be adopted and spread upon the minutes : 

Resolved , That we thank our sister Grand Lodge of the State of Mississippi, 
for her communication notifying us of various acts of imposture by one Jules 
Fuger alias Hr. Jules BeBremoran, pretending to be a mason from “ 3 Axes 
Lodge, Number 614, Havre, France,” and that we will gladly reciprocate this 
kindness in all like cases.

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RULES 


For the Government of Subordinate 


Lodges in Masonic Trials. 


1. The accusation must be made in writing over the signature of a Master 

Mason, and handed to the Secretary to be read in open Lodge, and be spread 
upon the minutes, after which the accused shall be served with an attested copy 
of the charges and specifications, together with a notice through the Post Office 
or otherwise, at least ten days before the, day of trial, to appear and answer, 
and should his place of residence be at a distance, or he require more time to 
prepare for defence, a reasonable time may be allowed. If the residence of 
the accused be unknown, or he fails to appear or to show satisfactory cause for 
delay of proceedings, then and in that case theL odge may proceed to examipe 
the charges ex-parte. / 

2. The examination of the charges shall be had in a Master Mason’s Lodge, 
especially notified and convened for that purpose, at which no visitors shall be 
admitted, except as counsel or witnesses, and the Lodge must be called off du- 
ring the necessary presence of such persons, if they be not Master Masons. 

3. The accused may select his own counsel, and the witnesses shall testify on 
their honor. Hearsay evidence must be excluded. If testimony be taken out 
of the Lodge, the accused, if he answer or appear, shall be duly notified of the 
time and place where such evidence will be taken, that he may have an op- 
portunity of being present. 

4. No irrelevant questions or testimony shall be allowed in the examination 
of witnesses. The Master may conduct the examination on behalf of the 
Lodge, or it may appoint a committee for that purpose, and the questions to, as 
well as the answers by the witnesses, must be carefully noted down, read, and 
if necessary, amended in their presence, and then spread upon the minutes. 

5. "When the examination is closed, the accused shall then be heard in de- 
fence, either in person or through his counsel, after which all who are not 
members of the Lodge shall retire, and if during the examination it shall have 
been called off, the Lodge must then be called on. 

6. The question, guilty or not guilty, shall be put to the Lodge, upon each 
separate specification, which a majority of the members present shall deter- 
mine by ballot, and if the accused be found guilty of any one or more of the 
charges or specifications, then the penalty shall be determined in like manner, 
taking the question upon the highest penalty, (expulsion) first, a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present, being necessary to expel or suspend. The par- 
ticular charges or specifications upon which the accused shall be found guilty, 
together with the sentence determined upon, must be spread upon the minutes, 

7. A brother feeling himself aggrieved by the decision of the Subordinate 
Lodge, shall have the right of an appeal to the Grand Lodge, he having given 
due and timely notice to the Subordinate Lodge of his intention so to appeal 
from its decision, and the Secretory of said Lodge, if required, shall furnish 
him with a copy of all the proceedings touching his case. 

When a Subordinate Lodge shall expel or suspend a brother, all the pro- 
ceedings, embracing the charges, specifications, evidence on both sides, verdict 
upon each charge or specification, and the sentence, shall be sent up, under the 
seal of the Lodge, and* attested by the Secretary, a at the ensuing meeting of the 
Grand Lodge, for examination.
